Yesterday  afternoon  the  flr.-t  ’•••  •'' o.:„  -t.-o  t-f  T  .  s  ’take  An  Opera,” 
the  music  department’s  epr.n  ,,rodm....on,  c, -..i.j  t.i.h  the  rhythmic 
“Sweep’s  Song.”  The  production,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Gilbert 
Whitney  and  Mr.  Robert  Gee,  will  be  presented  as  a  regular  college 
assembly  today  at  10:00,  and  will  be  repeated  at  8  p.m.  tonight  in  the 
College  auditorium. 

The  fascinating  melodies  of  the* - 

music  spin  the  story  of  the  play 


and  opera  together  into  an  appeal¬ 
ing  and  delightful  web  of  enjoy¬ 
ment,  and  provide  many  with  their 
first  opera  in  English  and  in  a  tru¬ 
ly  modern  vein. 

Providing  the  story  with  a 
distinct  flavor  of  naturalness 
are  the  children  involved.  They 
are  the  outstanding  feature  in 
this  modern  version  of  opera. 
Young  Sammy  'the  sweepboy, 
played  by  Leroy  Gray  and  Stevie 
Smay,  is  led  weeping  onto  the  stage 
by  Black  Bob  and  his  son  Clem, 
the  cruel  sweepmnsters.  Singing 
these  roles  are  Joe  McClure  and 
Daniel  Evans. 

Sammy,  climbing  up  the 
chimney,  suddenly  finds  him¬ 
self  wedged  in  the  neck  of  the 
•  flue.  Frantic,  he  calls  for  help. 
The  children,  the  oldest  of 
whom  is  Juliet,  played  by  Mary 
White,  hear  him  and  come  to 
his  rescue.  Their  names  are 
Gay,  Sophie,  John,  Hughic, 

•  Tina.  They  are  played  by  Jim¬ 
mie  Dinsdale,  H.  C.  Bauman, 
Hollis  White,  Rita  Jo  Edwards, 
Pamela  Hamilton,  Linda  Reck- 
seackcr,  Jacqueline  Johnson, 
Shayron  Kay  Thompson,  and 
Robert  Bryan. 

After  pulling  Sammy  down  from 
the  chimney  and  hearing  his  sad 
story,  the  children  hide  him  from 
the  sweeps.  They  tell  their  nurs¬ 
ery-maid,  Bowen,  sung  by  Mary 
Ann  Davis,  who  decides  to  help 
them.  . 


Seven  years  ago,  in  the  spring  of 
1946,  two  construction  companies 
begnn  excavating  and  making  the 
necessary  preparations  for  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Housing  Project  for  Veterans. 

Project  V-23114  was  indeed  a  ne¬ 
cessity  on  the  campus  that  year. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  veterans 
of  World  War  II  were  enrolled  in 
school,  booming  the  enrollment 
from  approximately  four  hundred 
of  the  year  before  to  seven  hundred 
fifty. 

Half  the  project  was  expected  to 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  October 
30.  of  that  year. 

After  the  forty-four  families  had 
moved  into  their  new ‘homes,  social 
affairs  and  other  business  of  the 
project  proceeded  at  random  until 
a  meeting  of  the  veterans'  wives 
was  called  by  Miss  Martha  Locke 
dean  of  women. 

At  i  this  meeting  It  was  decided 
that  the  project  should  have  a 
“city  council"  and  “mayor”  to  carry 
out  plans  for  social  programs  and 
project  standards  of  sanitation, 
beautification,  and  conduct. 

Mayor  Roger  Wren,  nnd  aider- 
men,  Raymond  Nally,  Arch  Beach 
and  Emerson  Matthews,  were 
elected  and  automatically  installed 
at  a  mass  meeting,  April  18,  1947. 

College  Heights  was  the  name 
chosen  by  the  occupants  for.  the 
project,  although  it  has  gradually 
become  better  known  among  the 
students  ns  Vets’  Village. 

Today,  the  government  of  Col¬ 
lege  Heights  still  functions.  James 
Kay,  mayor,  and  Max  Miller,  Don 
McKnown,  Joe  Walker,  and  Dick 
Baker,  aldermen,  were  elected  this 
spring  to  head  the  organization. 

S'r  ■»  few  v' terms  are  enrolled 
in  school,  married  students,  and 
people  connected  with  the  Col¬ 
lege  live  in  these  buildings,  too, 
although  students  at  the  College 
have  priority  over  all  others.

“I  can’t  quite  make  up  my  mind  whether  I  am  happy  or  sad  to 
be  going  back,’*  said  Susanne.  She  will  be  very  happy  ‘to  see  her

parents  ami  brother,  but  it  will  ' 
be  a  sail  experience  to  lose  her 
newly-found  American  friends 
and  fellow  classmates. 

“Susie,”  as  she  is  known  to  her 
Irlends,  finds  life  in  America  very 
different  from  life  in  tire  Rhine 
Valley  of  Germany. 

“I  came  up  the  Rhine,  a 
land  of  tradition  and  antiquity, 
and  a  few  hours  later,  I  stepped 
off  the  plane  into  a  maze  of 
modern  skyscrapers  and  heavy 
traffic.  You  can’t  imagine  the 
shock,”  said  Susie. 

“I  was  astonished  to  hear  one  ol 
the  professors  call  out  to  me  as  I 
walked  down  the  hall  one  day,  'Hi. 
Susie.’  ”  This  frank  personal  con¬ 
tact  between  teachers  and  students 
was  another  great  surprise,  lor  in 
Germany,  students  and  teachers 
meet  only  in  class.  There  is  a 
strict  formality  among  students 
also, 

Jeans  have  made  a  difference  in 
Susie's  life  here  in  America.  Girts 
would  never  wear  such  things  •  in 
Germany;  but  after  wearing  them 
a  few  times,  she  found  herself  no 
less  completely  dressed  than  be¬ 
fore. 

To  Susie,  America  is  a  land 

of  plenty  and  of  waste.  She  was 


cry  happy  to  see  her 

very  much  surprised  to  see  .va¬ 
cant  land  and  plates  with 
scraps  of  food  left  on  them. 
After  enjoying  American  hos¬ 
pitality  for  a  few  weeks,  she, 
too,  found  too  much  and  left 
bits  of  food  on  her  plate. 

Her  American  friends  will  be  wor¬ 
ry  to  see  Susie  go,  but  they  feel 
that  during  tills  year  they  have 
learned  to  respect  the  people  of  the 
nation  with  whom  they  were  once 
ut  war. 

When  Susanne  returns  to  Ger¬ 
many  in  August,  she  will  take  a 
position  as  a  teacher  in  an  elemen¬ 
tary  school  there. 

“I  am  going  to  try  to  organ¬ 
ize  a  group  of  people  to  help  to 
further  friendly  relations  be¬ 
tween  different  nations  of  the 
world,”  said  Susanne.  This  fall 
she  will  go  with  some  compan¬ 
ions  to  France  to  help  build 
up  interest  between  the  two  na¬ 
tions. 

Yes,  NWMSC  students  will  sin¬ 
cerely  miss  their  German  friend, 
but  wherever  she  goes,  Susie  will 
be  an  asset  to  the  democratic  way  of 
life.

In  November  of  this  last  year,  she 
went  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  the 
golden  anniversary  of  the  Ohio 
Newspaper  Women’s  Association 
and  appeared  on  the  program  to 
extend  an  Invitation  to  the  club  to 
affiliate  with  the  NFPW.

Dr.  Leon  F,  Miller  Reviews 

"Please  Excuse  Johnny" 

PLEASE  EXCUSE  JOHNNY  reads  like  a  fiction  book  but  is  actually 
classified  as  a  professional  book.  Mrs.  McGehee  relates  her  experiences 
over  a  period  of  years  as  a  "hookey  officer"  in  a  California  Community 
which  has  a  large  group  of  transient  working  families. 

Among  these  families,  It  is  a  constant  struggle  to  have  enough 
food,  shelter,  and  clothes.  The  earnings  of  their  school  age  chil¬ 
dren  have  a  high  priority  over  their  school  attendance.  In  her 
work  as  attendance  and  student  welfare  supervisor,  Mrs.  Me- 
GeHee  describes  these  families,  their  struggles,  and  her  efforts 
to  help  them  with  their  problems  and  to  keep  their  children  in 
sehooL 

A  seamy  side  of  American  culture  and  education  is  presented  in  a  way 
that  leaves  one  with  mingled  feelings  of  horror,  resentment,  repugnance, 
and  sympathy.  In  a  narrative  humanizing  manner,  children  and  adults 
of  many  backgrounds  (Mexican,  Indian,  Gypsy,  “Okies”,  Portuguese) 
stand  out  in  bas-relief  in  their  roles  as  rebels,  moral  delinquents,  sub¬ 
normals,  and  vicious  individuals.  Personalities  and  incidents  continue  to 
come  to  one’s  mind  at  the  oddest  times  after  he  has  read  the  book. 

Education  has  done  much  for  people  in  this  country  where 
we  believe  that  all  should  be  educated.  But  the  plain  fact  Is  that 
all  are  not  educated,  some  do  not  wani.  to  be,  and  some  do  not 
have  the  opportunity.  The  resultant  effect  on  our  society  is 
serious. 

When  the  glossier  side  of  education'  and  life  begin  to  get  the  upper 
hand,  PLEASE  EXOUSE  JOHNNY  is  a  book  to  pick  up  and  read  again.

Holds  South  American  Position 


Chester  Parks,  who  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  College  in  1 0-4(5.  is 
now  Acting  Director  of  Industrial 
and  Vocational  Education  in  Bo¬ 
livia,  South  America. 

In  n  letter  to  Mr.  Donald  N. 
Valk,  chairman  of  the  In.  ur.rial 
Ar;s  Department  of  tiie  College, 
Mr.  Parks,  who  obtained  his  major 
In  industrial  arts  under  Mr,  Vaik’s 
supervision,  and  his  wife,  Jean,  de¬ 
scribed  some  of  the  conditions  in 
Bolivia  and  some  of  their  work. 

Experience  in  Various  Schools 
Since  his  graduation  from  this 
college  Mr.  Parks  has  been  working 
in  the  industrial  arts  field.  For  two 
years  lie  taught  in  the  Roiia  high 
school.  He  then  went  to  Colorado 
State  Coliege  of  Education  at  Gree¬ 
ley  unci  received  his  M.A.  Degree 
in  June,  1919.  After  teaching  at 
the  College  during  tho  summer  of 
1949,  Mr.  Parks  taught  at  the 
teachers’  college  in  Winona,  Minne¬ 
sota,  until  last  year. 

After  he  received  his  two-year 
appointment,  he  went  to  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.  There  lie  received  train¬ 
ing  in  Spanish  and  special  work. 

Little  Specialization  There 
Mr.  Parks  is  working  with  nine 
pre- vocational  schools  and  tiie  Na¬ 
tional  Industrial  School  and  is  in 
charge  of  technical  aid  which  is 
to  be  given. 

Mr.  Parks  wrote  that  vocational 
education  there  has  to  be  taught 
in  broad  subject  units,  since  there 
is  little  call  for  specialization,  as 
it  is  known  in  the  United  States.

Land  of  Extremes 

Mrs.  Parks  writes  that  they  And 
life  in  Bolivia  is  different  from  life 
in  the  United  States,  and  that  Bo¬ 
livia  is  a  land  of  extremes.  Travel 
is  mostly  by  plane,  foot,  or  burro. 
She  wrote  that  she  enjoyed  having 
two  servants,  a  cook  and  a  maid, 
who  together  make  about  $15  a 
month  I 

Shopping  ts  a  problem  there,  for 
there  are  no  super  markets.  Meat 
is  bought  in  one  place,  bacon  In 
another,  and  chicken  in  another, 
not  to  mention  the  other  staples. 
Mrs.  Parks  also  mentioned  that 
one  tires  quickly  at  an  altitude  of 
12,000  feet. 

The  Parks  find  the  scenery  there 
magnificent.  Although  they  like 
living  in  Boliva,  Mrs.  Parks  wrote 
that  they  had  not  gone  so  native 
that  they  could  do  without  certain 
items,  for  they  frequently  order 
from  mail  order  companies  in  the 
United  States.

Performance  of  Event 

With  eight  men  in  competition, 
the  Maryville  Bearcats  finished  in 
fifth  place  in  the  MIAA  conference 
track  meet  at  Rolla  last  Saturday  I 
with  a  total  of  28 ’a  points.  War- 
rentsburg  grabbed  top  honors  in 
the  event  with  Cape  Girardeau  and 
Kirksville '  rounding  out  the  upper 
division. 

George  Coulter,  Bearcat  hurdler, 
snared  top  individual  honors  in  the 
meet  with  107*  tallies,  winning  the 
low  hurdle  event  easily  and  finish¬ 
ing  second  in  the  highs  behind 
Warrensburg’s  Gene  Rubin.  He  also 
ran  legs  on  the  880-yard  relay  and 
on  the  mile  quartet,  the  former 
gaining  third  place  and  the  latter 
finishing  second. 

Two  other  Bearcat  tracksters  col¬ 
lected  first  place  medals  as  Jack 
Spence  scored  an  easy  win  in  the 
hundred  yard  event  and  Hubert 1 
Sharp  tied  with  Springfield's  Lynn  I 
Brown  in  the  high  jump  with  a 
mark  of  6-1. 

Except  for  a  pair  of  disqualifi¬ 
cations,  Spence  might  have  finished 
as  top  man  in  the  meet  as  most 
observers  considered  him  a  virtual 
shoo-in  for  the  220-yard  title.
